MEETING 

“CLOSED'1  MEETINGS 

I  was  sorry  not  to  have  been 
able  to  attend  the  meeting  last 
Monday  night  of  the  Boro  Mayor 
and  Council,  who  announced  this 
“closed  work  meeting’’  at  the 
last  minute.  We  commend  the 
action  of  former  Mayor  Molnar 
and  Mr.  Robert  Ross  in  attend¬ 
ing  and  demanding  this  budget 
discussion  meeting  be  open  to 
the  public.  There  have  been  too 
many  “closed  meetings’’  in  our 
Boro  where  a  handful  determine 
the  actions  to  be  taken  that  will 
effect  all  Boro  residents.  We  have 
said  it  before,  and  we’U  say  it 
again- -elected  officials  ARE 
REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE 
PEOPLE  and  as  such  any  busi¬ 
ness  meetings  they  have  to 
conduct  concerning  our  Boro 
should  be  open  to  the  public. 

BORO  OFFICIALS  AT  WORK 

Tuesday  night  at  the  regular 
Boro  Council  meeting,  the  start¬ 
ling  news  of  this  year’s  deficit 
(the  first  time  since  the 
depression  years  of  the  thirties,) 
brought  many  interested  tax¬ 
payers  to  the  meeting.  It  seemed 
the  Mayor  and  Council  decided 
to  start  their  economy  drive  with 
this  meeting,  by  conserving 
fuel.,  .it  sure  was  cold  in  this 
room ! 

Several  communications  were 
read  by  Boro  Clerk  Ronnie  Frano, 
including  one  from  the  Karnik 
Realty  Company  concerning  a 
variance  to  build  two  family 
homes  in  an  industrial  zone, 
(Main  Avenue  and  East  54  St.) 
Before  voting  on  the  variance, 
Councilman  James  V.  Goodwin 
advised  Councilman  Meyer  to 
abstain  from  voting  since  he  had 
previously  served  on  the  Zoning 
Board  at  the  time  this  body 
granted  the  variance.  It  was  pas¬ 
sed  by  t lie  Council,  withCouncil- 
man  Meyer  abstaining  anil 
Councilman  Goodwin  voting 
“No”.  Councilman  Pulzone  voted 
“Yes'  but  qualified  his  vote  by 
explaining  he  saw  no  reason  to 
vote  “no'’  since  the  builder  had 
proceeded  with  the  construction 
based  on  the  Zoning  Board’s 
decision  to  grant  the  variance. 

Councilman  Meyer  has  named 
as  laison  between  the  Council 
and  the  Boy  Scout  program. 

Councilman  Pulzone  announced 
the  formal  opening  of  the  Youth 
Center  will  be  held  at  2  p.m. 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  March,

THE  EDITORIAL  THIS  WEEK  IS  PRESENTED  TO  YOU 
IN  THE  FORM  OF  EXCERPTS  FROM  A  MESSAGE  DELIVERED  BY 
MICHAEL  VACCARO 

BEFORE  THE  MAYOR  AND  COUNCIL  TUESDAY,  FEBRUARY  1. 

The  deficit  reported  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  at  last  week's 
budget  hearing  (which  was  closed  to  the,  public)  came  as  a 
complete  surprise  tome,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Mayor 
and  Council.  This  revelation  is  even  more  startling  when  you 
stop  to  consider  that  it  is  the  duty  and  obligation  of  the  elected 
tax  collector  to  keep  the  governing  body  informed  concerning 
tax  collections  which  have  such  a  far-reaching  effect  on  the 
budget  for  the  ensuing  year.  Another  matter  which  raises 
grave  concern  was  a  report  in  a  press  release  of  February 
1st,  1966  in  which  a  statement  was  made  indicating  that  John 
B.  Lyons,  the  Borough  Auditor,  reported  another  reason  for 
deficiency  in  collections  was  $20,000  in  delinquent  taxes  for 
1963  and  1964.  How  then  was  it  possible  for  our  tax  collec¬ 
tor  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  for  reading  at 
a  December ,  1965  meeting,  informing  them  there  was  no  need 
for  a  tax  sale  since  all  delinquent  taxes  had  been  collected? 

A  CLOSED  SHOP 

Why  was  our  tax  office  closed  December  31,1965,  in  view 
of  the  poor  state  of  collections?  Many  of  the  surrounding  com¬ 
munities  advertised  in  the  newspapers  the  necessity  for  making 
tax  payments  before  the  end  of  the  year  to  help  bolster  the 
collection  picture.  Provisions  were  made  in  these  communi¬ 
ties  to  keep  the  tax  office  open  evenings  and  on  the  last  day 
of  the  year  to  enable  them  to  make  as  many  collections  as 
possible  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

DON  LEVY  UNINFORMED 

After  the  close  of  the  reorganization  meeting  when  I  asked 
Finance  Chairman  Donlevy  why  the  tax  office  hadn't  followed 
the  pattern  set  by  other  communities,  his  answer  was  that  ap¬ 
parently  our  tax  collections  were  in  very  good  condition. 

The  statutes  of  our  state  do  not  make  the  matter  of  tax  sales 
discretionary  decisions  on  the  part  of  the  tax  collector ,  whether 
he  be  elected  or  appointed.  He  is  charged  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  preparing  a  tax  sale  list  on  all  properties  upon  which 
taxes  are  delinquent  for  a  period  of  at  least  18  months. 

The  Boro  Finance  Chairman  for  1965,  James  Donlevy, 
stated  in  the  article  referred  to  above  that  Tax  Collector  Sal 
Spinato  had  never  informed  him  of  this  poor  state  of  affairs. 
Why  is  there  such  poor  laison  between  the  Tax  Collector's 
office  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Board ....  don't  these 
two  gentlemen  belong  to  the  same  organization? 

The  running  of  our  municipal  government  can  be  likened  to 
the  management  of  a  good  sized  corporation,  and  the  taxpayers 
can  be  compared  with  stockholders  of  this  corporation.  I  am 
sure  you'll  agree,  if  big  business  were  conducted  in  this  fash¬ 
ion,  the  stockholders  would  soon  replace  those  responsible 
for  such  inefficiency.

Frank  Cortese,  President  of 
the  Gantner  Avenue  PTA  opened 
the  meeting  last  Wednesday  even¬ 
ing  by  welcoming  the  more  than 
125  people  in  attendance  at  the 
last  of  the  Candidates  Nights. 

He  introduced  Mr.  Frank 
Hetrick,  of  the  AmbulanceCorps, 
who  made  a  plea  for  volunteers. 
Mr.  Hetrick  pointed  out  the  Corps 
presently  consists  of  12  mem¬ 
bers  on  call  24  hours  per  day, 
seven  days  a  week.  It  doesn’t 
seem  possible  that  so  few  could 
do  so  much  for  so  many! 

Copies  of  the  proposed  school 
budget  were  at  each  seat  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Donald 
Lacey  reviewed  the  budget  with 
slides.  The  audience  had  only

Mr.  Lacey  advised 
this  question  be  asked  later  of 
School  Board  members,  since  he 
did  not  have  the  answer.

Mr.  Harry  Bloom,  Department 
Chairman  of  Social  Studies  in 
Hackensack  and  member  of  the 
Maywood  Boro  Council,  was 
introduced  by  Mr.  Cortese  as  the 
Moderator  for  the  evening.

The  first  to  speak  was  Board

At  this  point 
Mr.  Fenn’s  three  minutes  were  up 
but  he  said  he  had  lour  more 
pages  of  “answers”  and  would  be 
glad  to  show  them  to  anyone 
interested. 

I  INCUMBENT  ROSE  LOPCIIUKI 

Mrs.  Lopchuk  said  she  has 

always,  tried  to  keep  the  public

ISTRATIVE  SALARY  INCREASE 

Mrs.  Opedisano,  who  had  asked 
the  School  Superintendent  about 
the  $1500  increase,  at  Mr. 
Lacey’s  suggestion,  now  ques¬ 
tioned  the  present  Board 
members  seeking  re-election 
about  this  same  item.  Mr. 
Pantano  said  the  Superintendent 
hadn’t  been  evaluated  as  yet,  so 
he  could  no  say  if  he  would  vote 
for  a  raise  for  Mr.  Lacey.  Mr. 
Fenn  replied  that  since  the 
appraisals  have  not  been  made 
the  amount  has  not  been  allocated 
at  this  point.  Mrs.  Lopchuk 
pointed  out  that  with  the  increase 
given  the  Board  Secretary  last 
year  his  salary  was  brought  up  to 
$11,700 — making  him  the  highest 
paid  Board  Secretary  in  Bergen 
County.  As  far  as  the  School 
Superintendent  is  concerned,  she 
said  if  this  $1500  is  slated  for 
him  it  would  mean  that  in  two 
years  he  will  have  gone  from 
Vice  Principal  to  Superintendent 
with  an  incrase  of  $6000  in  this 
short  time.  Mr.  Parliman  stated 
he  could  not  answer  the  question 
until  the  evaluation  was  made. 

Mrs.  Mary  Morgan  stated  she 
does  not  believe  in  “lump  sum 
figures’’  and  feels  that  by  now 
the  present  Board  should  have 
evaluated  the  Superintendent. 

L  SCHOOL  EXPANSION* 

The  ever-present  question  of 
school  expansion  was  gone  into 
again  at  some  length — some  were 
in  favor  of  adding  on  to  present 
school  buildings — some  were  for 
new  buildings. 

Michael  S.  Gemza,  former 
Boro  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector, 
asked  Mr.  Fenn  if  a  survey  had 
been  made  to  determine  whether 
or  not  there  is  a  need  for  school 
expansion,  if  such  a  survey  had 
been  made,  who  made  it  and  that 
he  understood  the  school  popula¬ 
tion  has  shown  a  slight  decrease.

said  that  a  survey  had  been  made 
by  the  Administrative  Staff. 
•“We’re  not  overcrowded  now’ 
asked  Mr.  Gemza.  Mr.  Fenn 
said  “No”.  Mrs.  Jacoby,  who 
follows  school  matters  very 
closely  criticized  Mr.  Fenn  for 
this  reply.  “If  we’re  not  over¬ 
crowded'’  she  wanted  t9  know, 
“Why  dowehave  basement  class¬ 
rooms,  10:30  lunch  hours  and 
split  classes?'’  She  received  no 
answer  to  this  question.

Mr.  Stellingwerf  said  he  felt 
all  candidates  should  take  a 
definite  stand  and  that  if  the 
public  is  not  satisfied  with  pre¬ 
sent  conditions  on  the  School 
Board  they  should  vote  for  his 
slate.  Mr.  Parliman  said  we  have 
an  excellent  school  system,  with 
normal  problems  and  if  elected 
he  will  do  his  best  to  maintain 
the  “excellent  school  system’ 
we  have.

QUESTIONS  TAX 
COLLECTOR 
SPINATO’S 
EFFICIENCY 

Former  Councilman  Frank 
Cortese,  issued  the  following 
statement: 

“It  seems  odd,  to  me,  that 
only  after  it  was  revealed 
earlier  that  our  boro  showed  a 
deficit  of  $35,000  due  to  delin¬ 
quent  taxes  amounting  to 
$242,000,  that  Tax  Collector  Sal 
Spinato  finally  awakened  from  his 
deep  sleep  in  the  tax  office, 
hustled  around  and  within  the  last 
few  days  collected  $15,000. 
Spinato  now  reveals  that  in  the 
month  of  January  he  received 
$24,602  in  delinquent  taxes.  Why 
did  he  wait  until  this  startling 
development  of  a  deficit  before 
going  out  and  doing  the  job  the 
taxpayers  are  paying  him  for? 
Was  he  pushed  into  it  by  his 
U.D.C.  cohorts  on  the  council 
because  they  couldn’t  cover  for 
him  anymore?  Why  couldn’t  he 
answer  the  reporters  questions 
when  he  was  asked  who  the  big¬ 
gest  delinquent  taxpayers  were? 
Had  he  been  doing  his  job 
properly,  he  would  have  know  who 
the  biggest  delinquents  were.

Some  years  ago,  Boyd  Camp¬ 
bell,  president  of  the  United 
S'ates  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
pointed  out  that  in  the  United 
States  the  most  important  things 
are  those  which  we  cannot  see. 
He  referred  specifically  to  free¬ 
dom  of  speech,  freedom  of  choice, 
among  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  a  democratic  way  of  life. 
One  could  go  one  step  further 
and  declare  that  the  most  vital 
part  of  America  is  the  one  we 
can  see  but  too  often  take  for 
granted.  That  God  has  blessed 
each  American  with  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  share  in  the  process  of 
its  own  development  is  often 
overlooked  in  our  insatiable  de¬ 
sire  to  attain  even  greater  per- 
sonnal  gains. 

Judaism  understood  and  ap¬ 
preciated  the  meaning  of  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  serve  a  community. 
Our  Rabbis  taught: 

“If  an  individual  separates  him¬ 
self  from  the  community  when  its 
people  are  in  distress,  the  two 
ministering  angels  that  accom¬ 
pany  every  man  place  their  hands 
upon  his  head  and  say,  this  person 
who  separated  himself  Irom  the 
community  shall  not  live  to  see 
- the  comfort  of  the  community. ” 

Throughout  the  sacred  liter¬ 
ature  of  Judaism,  we  are  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  importance  at¬ 
tached  to  the  group.  One  of  the 
verses  in  t he  Bible  reads  as 
follows:  “And  God  said:  Let  us 
make  man  in  our  image,  in  our 
likeness  and  let  him  have  dom¬ 
inion  over  all  the  earth.’’  At 
first,  man  is  referred  to  in  the 
singular,  and  then  the  Torah 
speaks  of  “them’’  usiugthe plur¬ 
al.  According  to  Jewish  trad¬ 
ition,  man  has  a  two-fold  sig¬ 
nificance  in  the  Universe  -  one 
as  an  individual,  and  the  other 
as  a  member  of  a  group  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  promotion  of  the 
common  welfare.  Only  by  com¬ 
bining  the  best  aspects  ol  indi¬ 
vidual  freedom  and  community 
welfare  can  we  promote  thewell- 
beitT  ■.

FAMILY  CIRCLE 

I  have  just  returned  from  the  barber.  He  and  his  two  assistants 
run  a  clean,  automated  shop.  There  are  all  sorts  of  electric  clip¬ 
pers,  hot  combs,  miniature  vacuum  cleaners  to  pick  up  stray  hair 
around  the  neck  and  off  the  shirt.  And  there  is  an  opening  in  the 
wall  that  dispenses  hot,  instant  lather.  Contrary  to  common  opinion, 
there  is  very  little  general  conversation.  This  is  a  far  cry  from  the 
barber  shop  I  remember  when  I  was  a  boy.  My  father  reserved  Sat¬ 
urday  afternoon  for  his  visit  to  the  barber.  On  those  rare  occasions 
when  I  had  been  very  good,  I  was  allowed  to  accompany  him.  During 
the  week  the  price  of  children’s  hair  cuts  was  lower  but  on  Saturday 
the  price  was  the  same  for  all  comers.  As  I  recall,  it  was  a  big, 
bustling  shop  and  everybody  seemed  to  be  talking  at  the  same  time. 
Every  topic  you  can  imagine  was  under  discussion:  politics  and 
women,  business  and  women,  sports  and  women.  You  get  the  idea, 
but  there  never  was  any  “dirty”  talk.  I  was  permitted  to  read  apy 
oi  the  magazines  except  the  pink  Police  Gazette.  By  the  time  I  grew 
up  and  eagerly  thumbed  through  the  pages,  it  was  pretty  tame.  My 
father  got  a  shave  every  Saturday  and  a  haircut  every  other  week. 
At  the  barber  shop  he  had  his  own  shaving  mug,  with  his  name  em¬ 
blazoned  on  it  in  beautiful  Old  English  characters,  a  sign  of  distin¬ 
ction.  One  wall  of  the  barber  shop  was  partitioned  off  into  little 
cubby  holes,  each  one  holding- an  individual’s  mug.  And,  you  had 
really  arrived,  when  you  could  boast  of  having  your  own  shaving 
brush.  In  one  corner  of  the  room,  there  was  a  huge,  gleaming  globe 
on  a  pedestal.  This  held  the  hot  towels.  The  mingling  smells  of 
witch  hazel  and  bay  rum  were  more  exotic  than  the  incense  of  old 
Cathay.  During  the  week,  my  father  would  deftly  shave  himself  with 
a  well-honed  straight  razor.  I  dreaded  the  thought  that  some  day  I 
would  have  to  learn  how  to  use  that  weapon.  The  problem  was  solved 
by  World  War  I  and  the  popularization  ofthe  safety  razor.  My  cous¬ 
in  gave  hiswhen he  returned  from  France.  Now  I  use  an  electric  raz¬ 
or.  Today  hardly  anyone  gets  a  shave  at  the  barber’s.  And  looking 
at  the  teenagers,  there  seems  to  be  a  boycott  on  haircuts. 

MORE  WORDS.  A  Reader  suggested  that  I  print  a  list  of  words  that 
I  DON’T  like.  Here  goes:  aimless,  bereft,  cross,  defeat,  exodontia, 
famine,  gore,  heresy,  impersonal,  jostle,  kill,  lorn,  malady,  nasty, 
odious,  poverty,  qualm,  rejected,  servile,  temper,  ugly,  valet, wet, 
Xmas  /not  to  be  confused  with  Christmas,  yap,  zombie.  Do  you 
know  the  shortest  sentence  in  literature?

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Skiba  had  been  paid  earlier  this 
year  without  official  action  being 
taken.  Rather  than  belabor  the 
point,  however,  Goodwin  intro¬ 
duced  a  resolution  authorizing 
payment  to  Mr.  Skiba.  The 
resolution  was  passed  without 
further  comment.  (Mr.  Goodwin 
evidently  had  the  School  Board 
controversy  over  “irregulari¬ 
ties”  in  payment  procedures  in 
mind.) 

Councilman  Meyer  suggested  a 
letter  be  sent  to  the  DPW  com¬ 
mending  them  on  the  fine  job 
they  had  done  on  snow  removal., 
“SLUMS”  IN  EAST  PATERSON? 

At  the  public  hearing,  Mr. 
George  Shumsky  of  Iozia  Terr, 
spoke  authoritatively  on  how  East 
Paterson  can  prevent  apartment 
areas  from  becoming  “Slums 
within  the  next  five  years”.  Mr. 
Shumsky  said  he  had  been  a 
property  owner  in  East  Paterson, 
had  sold  his  home,  moved  out  of 
town,  and  returned  here  as  an 
apartment  dweller  several 
months  ago.  He  went  on  to  state 
that  he  and  Mrs.  Shumsky  had 
been  property  managers  of  apart¬ 
ments  elsewhere  and  know  first¬ 
hand  how  some  apartment  owners 
operate.  He  claimed  that  since 
apartments  owners’  taxes  are 
based  on  occupancy,  some 
deliberately  create  “slum”  con¬ 
ditions  and  vacancies  to  get  lower 
assessments.  The  “slum  lord”, 
he  stated,  milks  an  apartment  as 
much  as  he  can  and  then  con¬ 
centrates  on  ..getting  the  taxes 
lowered.  Mr.  Shumsky  was 
appalled  at  the  garbage  conditions' 
at  the  Surrey  Manor  apartments 
and  warned  this  would  become  a 
slum  area  if  our  town  fathers 
allow  this  condition  to  exist.  He 
advised  the  Council  that  “slum 
apartment  area”  could  be  averted 
by  changing  the  tax  structure  to 
place  emphasis  on  land  value.  He 
also  suggested  East  Orange’s 
Property  Maintenance  Code  be 


checked  by  our  Mayor  and 
Council.  Mr.  Shumsky’s  points 
were  well  taken,  and  we  were 
glad  to  hear  the  Mayor  say  he 
will  check  into  both  of  Mr.  Shum¬ 
sky’s  suggestions. 

SNOW  REMOVAL 

Several  people  from  the  audi¬ 
ence  complained  about  the 
Inadequacy  of  the  snow  removal 
in  various  parts  of  town,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Boulevard,  Linden  Ave., 
Lincoln  Ave.  and  intersections. 
These  complaints  were  interest¬ 
ing,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
statement  made  earlier  by 
Councilman  Meyer  concerning 
the  fine  job  done  in  snow  removal! 
Well,  I  guess  this  is  what  makes 
horse  racing  interesting! 

PARK  OR  SCHOOL  SITE? 

Former  Mayor  Molnar  took 
exception  to  a  statement  made  by 
Boro  Attorney  Baron  regarding 
the  proposed  school  site.  Mr. 
Baron  had  said  that  the  town 
could  use  this  property  as  a 
“park”  and  if  and  when  the  land 
was  need  for  school  building,  it 
could  be  turned  over  to  the 
School  Board  for  this  purpose. 
Mr.  Molnar  said  this  would  be 
fooling  the  people  and  he  was  in 
favor  of  stating  specifically  what 
it  was  to  be  used  for. ...“Don’t 
say  Park  and  mean  School  Site” 
he  concluded. 

TAX  COLLECTOR’S  OFFICE 

Mr.  Michael  Vaccaro  said  that 
he  has  been  trying  for  the  past 
four  or  five  years  to  determine 
how  the  tax  collector  operates. 
He  has  been  looking  for  monthly 
reports  from  the  tax  collector 
(required  by  law)  and  said  “I 
don’t  think  these  reports  exist.” 
“I  don’t  mean  to  increase  the 
stature  of  our  tax  collector,  but 
the  Manual  on  Procedures  clearly 
states  ‘the  collector  is  the  most 
important  fiscal  officer  of  the 
municipality  and  the  financial 
position  of  the  municipality,  in 
the  final  analysis,  depends  upon 
the  manner  in  which  this 
collector  performs  his  duties” 
Mr.  Vaccaro  said. 


the  Municipal  Auditor 
should  NOT  be  required  to  be 
our  Bookkeeper.  (We  asked  Mr. 
Vaccaro,  a  certified  Municipal 
Auditor  for  details-- these  will  be 
found  in  a  statement  by  him- 
starting  on  page  one.)  Mr.  Vac¬ 
caro  was  extremely  critical  of 
the  lax  operation  and  efficiency 
in  our  tax  office  and  suggested 
a  “tightening  up  of  the  system’  . 

THE  SCHOOL  BUDGET 

Mr.  Cletus  Mackin,  former 
School  Board  Trustee  and  critic 
of  the  constant  year-after-year 
surplus  in  the  Teachers  Account, 
urged  the  Mayor  and  Council  to 
take  a  long,  hard  look  at  the 
School  Budget  this  year.  He 
strongly  urged  careful  study, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  anticipated  municipal 
surplus  no  longer  exists.  He 
accused  the  Board  of  Education 
of  having  done  “quite  a  juggling 
act”  with  the  proposed  budget. 
Mayor  St.  George  replied  the 
Municipal  Auditor  is  already 
studying  this  budget  very  care¬ 
fully. 

LET’S  KEEP  THEM  PRIVATE! 

Mr.  George  Daggett,  former 
president  of  the  Elmwood  Tenants 
Association  and  active  member 
in  the  UDC  November  campaign, 
suggested  the  names  of  husbands 
and  wives  involed  in  assault 
cases  should  be  withheld  from 
the  press.  This  would  save  a 
great  deal  of  misery  for  a 
family,  Mr.  Daggett  noted.  Mayor 
St.  George  questioned  the  legality 
of  this  under  the  >'  Public 
Disclosure  Act,  however,  he 
stated  they  would  look  into  this. 
We,  too,  agree  with  Mr.  Daggett 
that  cases  such  as  these  should 
not  be  aired  in  public. 

POLITICAL  MOVE? 

Mr.  Robert  Ross  said  he  had 
been  notified  by  Bldg.  Inspector 
Powella  of  a  violation  (sign  on 
the  Boulevard  for  Ross  Diner) 
and  instructed  this  be  removed 
IMMEDIATELY.  Mr.  Ross  felt 
he  was  being  made  a  target  for 
political  purposes,  and  said  he 


had  pointed  out  a  greater  viola¬ 

tion  on  the  part  of  Councilman 
Verga  (buses  and  trucks  parked 
in  “A”  zone  property)  to  Bldg. 
Inspector  Powella.  Ross  asked 
Councilman  Verga  if  he  had  been 
notified  of  this  violation  by  Mr. 
Powella— the  answer  was  “no”. 
Mayor  St.  George  hastened  to 
assure  Mr.  Ross  this  was  “no 
political  move”. 

BACK  TO  THE  COUNCIL 

After  the  public  hearing 
Councilman  Lawrence  Pulzone 
introduced  a  resolution  directing 
the  Tax  Collector  to  submit 
monthly  reports  to  the  Council. 
This  was  passed  unanimously. 
(Question—if  this  is  required  by 
State  Law,  why  does  East 
Paterson  need  a  special  resolu¬ 
tion?) 

Mayor  St.  George  read  a 
prepared  statement  explaining 
why  he  adjourned  the  last  Council 
meeting  before  allowing  Council¬ 
man  James  V.  Goodwin  to  make 
a  statement.  He  said  he  would 
not  tolerate  any  “political 
debates”  and  intended  to  chair 
all  Council  meetings  according 
to  Roberts  Rules. 

In  reply,  Councilman  Goodwin 
said,  in  part,  “I  respect  your 
position  as  Mayor  and  you  should 
respect  my  position  as  a  Council¬ 
man  and  taxpayer.  Holding  the 
gavel  does  not  give  you  the  right 
to  deny  freedom  of  speech  to 
anyone.”  He  went  on  to  say 
“....You  may  call  it  political, 
but  I  quote  the  very  words  of 
Mayor  Albert  St.  George  and 
Councilmen  Verga  and  Hampel, 
and  if  you  decide  not  to  listen 
then  all  your  promises  to  the 
public  were  nothing  more  than 
plain  political  literature  with  no 
intention  of  living  up  to  your 
platform  pledges.”  At  this  point 
Goodwin  produced  a  pamphlet 
distributed  by  the  UDC  during 
their  campaign  depicting  a  firey 
individual  leaning  over  brandish¬ 
ing  a  gavel  and  including  words 
like  “Nazism”  and  stating  “  Let 
us  not  have  this  happen  again

“widest  latitude  should  be  given 
to  everyone  regardless  of 
political  faith  to  speak  on  any 
matter.”  In  conclusion,  Council¬ 
man  Goodwin  stated,  “to  me  there 
was  a  precedent  set  last  meet¬ 
ing  when  the  Mayor  and  Council 
majority  adjourned  the  meeting 
and  denied  me  the  right  to  reply 
to  distorted  charges  against  my 
integrity.  I  hope  it  will  never 
be  repeated.”

Some  of  the  suggestions  and 
observations  made  by  members 
of  the  audience  at  this  meeting 
were  very  well  taken.  Participa¬ 
tion  by  interested  citizens  can 
only  strengthen  our  government 
and  help  us  move  forward.
